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Englisi Idonarch Greatly Impressed 
by the Manouvers—Eing Ed- 
ward Compliments President 
Loubet on Display Made 

by Army.

Paris, May 2.—King Edward today wit- 
nessegd the meneuvers of 14,000 picked 
French troops on the parade grounds 
at Vincennes. 

It was a martial panorama of impos- 
ing proportions, resembling as near as 
possibie the conditions of warfare, the 
troops being uniformed and accoutered 
for actual service. 

The king drove to Vincennes in an open 
state ccach,. accompanied by President 
Loubet, the cabinet ministers and the 
beads of the army and navy. The escort 
consisted of a regiment of cuirassiers. 
The streets were densely packed and the 
people continuously acclaimed the king. 
Even the woods of Vincennes were 
gwarming with sightseers. As the equi- 
page entered the fleld of the maneuvers 
batteries of fleld guns, in a deafening 
roar, fired a royal salute. King Edward 
drove along the line of troops while fan- 
fares of trumpets were sounded, stand- 
ards were dipped and bands played “God 
Save the King.’ 

The king, who again wore the uniform 
of a British fleld marshal, with a gray 
military cloak thrown over his shoulders, 
surveyed the scene seriously and crit- 
ically. On ascending to the tribune, 
where, under a canopy of flags and sur- 
rounded by the chiefs of staff, the king 
witnessed the review, the spectators vo- 
ciferously acclaimed him, the women cry- 
ing, “Bravo, Hdward!’’ 

General Faure Bourget, the military 
governor of Paris, who commanded the 
troops, formed them into two divisions. 
The first was made up of brigades of 
regular infantry, zouaves and colonial 
troops. The second included the mounted 
forces, regiments of hussars, dragoons 
and cuirassiers and batteries of light 
field pieces and ponderous siege guns, 
forming a vast expanse of moving color 
and glittering steel.

in front of the tribune. The king arose 
and bowed his acknowledgments of the 
salutes of the commanders and addressed 
words of congratulation to President 

Loubet. on the splendid discipline and 
appearance of the troops. Later King 
Edward was driven to the Hotel DeVille, 
where he was welcomed as the guest 
of the municipality. The crowds every- 
where continued their friendly mani- 
festations. 2 
At the Hotel DeVille King Edward 
made his first formal speech in France. 
He referred to the beauty of Paris and 
assured the officials he would not soon 
forget his visit to this charming city or 
the bounteous reception accorded him. 
The king then drank some champagne 
from an exquisite cup presented to him 
by the municipality. It is of crystal, 
chased with gold, and represents two 
sylphs with arms entwined offering the 
cun. 

Long Champs was the center of at- 
traction in the afternoon and there King 
Edward was the chief figure. It was 
atypical French racing scene. Ideal 
Weather drew an enormous crowd of 
fashionable and aristocratic persons to 
the race course. The driveways and pad- 
dock were packed closely with opé¢n car- 
Tiages filled with gay racing parties. 
Nearly 9,000 carriages entered the in- 
closures. \ 

King Edward and President Lowubet 
Grrived at 3:30 p. m., and were warmly 
acclaimed as they took their places in 
the royal box, where Mme. Loubet, Mme. 
Saint Prix and a party of officers await- 
ed them. 

The first race was run just as the 
king was entering and resulted in an 
unintended courtesy, as the event was 
won by Chrysanthemum, a daughter of 
the king’s famous Persimmon. Between 
the rdces King Edward chatted with the 
Prince d’Arnburg, president of the jockey 
club, and other leading men of the 
French racing world,

Germans and Italians Fraternize and 
“Hochs” Are Heard on Every — 
Tongue—Kaiser Visits Pan- 
theon and Decorates the 
Tomb of Iicumbert.

Rome, May ?2.—Emperor William, on his 
arrival here, today, was welcomed at the 
station by King Victor Emmanuel, the 
duke of Genoa 3,4 other notable per- 
sons. 

It was raining heavily this morning, 
thus bitterly disappointing the Romans, 
who had been hoping for fine weather in 
which to welcome the German emperor 
to tnis city. 

Emperor William is a great -favorite 
with the Romans of all classes, owing 
to the tact of the house of Hohenzollern 
regarding Italian susceptibilities, and 
therefore remarkably large and go0od- 
natured crowds gathered along the route 


depressing weather. Germans and’* Ital- 
jans fraternized for the occasion and 
“Hoch, hoch, hoch” for the German em- 
peror was heard in the streets instead of 
the “Hurrah, hurrah, hurrah,” which 
had so recently been shouted for the 
British king. 


tor Emmanuel II died Emperor Frederick 

(then German crown prince) came to 

Rome and appeared on a balcony of the 

palace, holding in his arms the present 

king of italy, then prince of Naples. 
Ola Glory in Evidence. 

Rev. Dr. Nevin, rector of the American 
church, entertained a number of Ameri- 
can guests and the French and Spanish 
ambassadors on a stand, which he had 
erected about the middle of the Via Na- 
zionale. The French, Spanish and Amer- 
ican flags were entwined about the stand 
and the chimes of the church played the 
German and Italian royal anthems, 

Snortly before tne arrival of the im- 
perial train from Rome, King Victor Em- 
manuel and the duke of Genoa drove in 
state carriages to the railroad station, 
where had already assembled Premier 
Zanardelii, the cabinet ministers, the 
notabilities entitled to wear the collar of 
the Annunziate and the chief court offi- 
cials. In the distance the Honhenzollern 
flag could be seen floating from the 
tower of the quirinal. 

When the imperial train was signalled 
the guns of Monte Mario fort thundered 
out a salute and before the train had fully 
stopped at the station Emperor William 
alighted, followed by Crown Prince Fred- 
erick William and Prince Eitzel. 

The emperor greeted King Victor Em- 
manuel with a warm embrace, the sover- 
eigns kissing each other four times. The 
Italian and German princes then ex- 
changed greetings and Emperor William 
reviewed the guard of honor at the sta- 


tion. 
Welcome to the Kaiser. 

On the Piazza Delle Terme, adjoining 
the railroad station, the quaint ceremony 
of the mayor, Prince Colonna, and tne 
municipal authorities welcoming the em- 
peror to Rome, was gone through. The 
scene was really impressive, being a min- 
gling of ancient and modern customs seer 
only in Italy. On one side were the re- 
cently completed Esedra palaces, form- 
ing a half circle, with the new Via 
Nazionale beginning in its midst and 
separating the palaces. On the other side 
the ruins of the baths of Diocletan. The 
sovereigns in modern carriages, the mayor 
cf Rome and the municipal officers in 
medieval coaches. The crowd was 80 
great that soldiers and ecarbineers had 
difficulty in maintaining order. The cor- 
tege passed down the Via Naziona!e and 
up the Via Del Quirinale at a trot, and 
amid continuous cheers. At the foot of 
the grand staircase inside the palace their 
majesties were met by Count Gianto, the 
prefect of the palace, who escorted the 
emperor and the German princes to the 
Sviczeri hall, where Queen Helena was 
in waiting with the ladies of her house- 
hold. The emperor, after greeting the 
queeh, informed her that the German 
empress had desired him to express her 
most sincere regret that she was unable 
to accompany him to Rome. In reply 
Queen Helena said it was she, the king 
and the people of Rome who deeply re- 
gretted that the empress was unable to 
visit Rome on this occasion. The Piazza 
De] Quirinale was crowded and the people 
continuously called for the German em- 
péror to appear. Finally he responded to 
the invitation and appeared on the bal- 
cony twice, with King Victor Emmanuel 
and Queen Helena and the German and 
Italian princess. The party was greeted 
with enthusiastic cheering, which, on 
each occasion, continued for five minutes. 


The Kaiser at the Pantheon. 

Later in the day Emperor William 
went to the Pantheon to visit the tombs 
ef King Victor Fmmanuel II and King 
Humbert, on which he placed wreaths 
efter giviez some roses from the wreaths 
to the court chaplain and to General 
Desonnaz, the guardian of the tombs. 
The crowds outside the Pantheon ap- 
plauded the emperor. 

Subsequently the German emperor, in 
fullest state, visited the Queen Mother. 
He was conducted into her presence by 
the duke of Genoa. They had a short but 
most cordial interview. 

The pope is much pleased at the solemn- 
ity and importance with which Emperor 
William regards his coming visit to the 
Vatican. His holiness will present the 
emperor with a mosaic of the Roman 
forum and mosaics of the fountain of 
Trevi and Castello Saint Angelo, both 
after his holiness’ own designs.

At 
his home he left his sister and house- 
keeper, Agatha, and a younger brother, 
Casimir, to entertain the visiting priest. 

During the night, according to the story 
of Rev. Walser, he heard screams from 
the room octupied by the girl and de- 
clared that he gained. the hallway just in 
time to See a man disappearing through 
an open window. When Casimir Reichlin 
reached his sister’s room she was dead, 
her head having been nearly pounded to 
@ pulp with some blunt instrument. 

Bloodhounds were brought here from 
Fort Wayne, Ind., early today and given 
the scent of the murderer. The dogs cir- 
cled around the house several times and 
finally went to the room occupied by 
Rev. Walser on the night of the murder. 
They again took the trail and led the 
officers direct to St. Joseph's hospital, 
where Rev. Walser slept last, night. He 
was found at the hospital and placed un- 
der arrest, the officers claiming there 
were many suspicious circumstances 
against him in addition to the blood- 
hounds following his trail. Rev. Walser 
showed no excitement when placed un- 
der arrest and declared’ he was innocent: 
The murdered young womah was hand- 
some and had many friends ane admirers 
in this city. 


Father Walser tera Bail. 

Plyria, Ohio, May 2.—Rev. Ferdinand 
Walser was locked up in the county jail 
here. He offered bail ip any sum that 
might be desired, but this the officials 
refused to consider. He declared that 
he was very tired and was. calmly sleep- 
ing within half an hour after being placed 
in a cell. 


Statement by Father Walser. 


Elyria, Ohio, May 2.—Father Walser, 
when seen by a reyorter in his cell to- 
night and asked for a statement, said: 

“Alt I’ have to say is that I am not 
guilty of any crime. I am innocent, 
and say that with a clear conscience. 

“IT am entirely blameless of any crime. 
This is an outrageous proceeding and a 
disgrace. It is a disgrace to the city. and 
to the county. I am as innocent of this 
crime as a babe in its cradle. . First they 
heard me tel! my Story, and I told it over 
and over again to them. Why did they 
not arrest Casimer Reichlin, who was 
also in the house. If I had been guilty 
of-such a crime I would have flown from 
this place and gone to some place of hid- 
ing. If a man is guilty of such a crime 
it can be seen in the eye and on the 
face. A conscience tells its story on the 
face. 

‘My conscience is. perfectly clear and 
the end of this will show that I am 
entirely innocent. All will come out right 
in the end. There is a feeling against me, 
I believe, because I am a priest. There 


jis always such a feeling. This is awful 


to be placed in a plate of this kind,” 
and he looked about hig Mttle cell with 
an eye glistening with moisture.

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ROUTE OF THE BAGDAD RAILWAY. 
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Special Correspondence. _ 

London, April 30.—Probably most Amerl- 
cans, who have read in the cable dis- 
patches about all the bother that there 
has been in this country of late over the 
proposed Bagdad railway, have found 
tnemselves little concerned with the en- 
terprise. As a matter of fact, the point 
about the scheme which makes it most 
interesting to folk in the United States 
has been rather lost sight of in the per- 
fervid discussion of the political side of 
the case. 

Americans are growing more and more 
prone to travel in foreign lands, and 
this railway, if it is built, is going to 
make it a comparatively easy matter to 
explore one of the most historic and in- 
teresting regions on the face of the 
earth, and one that, so far, has been 
practically unvisited by the tourist. It is 
the region where history began, for, as 
the accompanying map shows, the Bag- 
dad railway will run straight through 
the district between the Tigria and the 
Euphrates rivers, which long has been 
identified as the original “Garden of 
Eden."" Tarsus, the city of St. Paul, and 
Nineveh, to which Jonah was ordered, 
(now known as Mosul,) will -be stations 
on the proposed line. It will run com- 
paratively close to the once mighty city 
of Babylon, from which King Nebuchad- 
nezgzar went out to lay siege to Jerusalem; 
but which now lies in ruins in the midst 
of an arid waste. Further to the north 
are the remains of Opis—for generations 
the wealthiest mart of the east; Ctesi- 
phon, the aneient capital of the Persia 
kings, and Cunaxa, w e senophon an 
his army of ter thousand began their fa- 
mous retreat. This is the Saobent Meso- 
potamia through which AMexander *the 
Great led his heroes; and as for Bag- 
dad itself; is it not the fabled city of the 
“Arabian Nights’ in which Haroun al 
Raschid wandered about incog? 

The Bagdad railway is to link the 
world closer together, both for commerce 
and travel, for it is estimated now that 
no less than three and a half days will 
be chopped off the present time it takes 
to get to India. At present, there is a 
raliway—the so-called Anatolian line— 
trom the Bosphorus to Kenia, in the south 
of Asia Minor, and the projected line will 
gO On past Tarsus, Mosul and Bagdad 
to Bussora, at the mouth of the Buphra- 
ies and om the Persian gulf. 

Building the line will be a gigantic and 
wearisome task, for this once fertile 
“land of milk and honey’’ now is a com- 
parative desert, baking under tle tropi- 
cal gun, in a normal heat of something 
like 122 degrees in the shade. And, in 
England, at any rate, the prospects that 
the line will pay a decent interest on an 
invéstment of nearly $100,000,000 are be- 
lieved to be slight. Even the German 
experts admit that at first there will not 
be traffic enough for more than one train 
a week. As for the profits that might be 
produced by the ‘‘development -of the 
eountry,”’ the experience with the exist- 
ing railways in the near east has been 
that as the lines have increased in length 
their receipts have fallen off. And this 
in spite of the ingenious means by which 
ihe German managers of the present 
Anatolian railway haye attempted to fos- 
ier agriculture in the surrounding coun- 
«ry and thus stimulate traffic. They have 
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a special staff to teach peasants how to 
use all sorts of tools for the tilling of the 
soil; they sell such implements on easy 
termsi—ieven accepting instalments—and 
seed, too, is supplied at the lowest terms 
possible. 

There is né question whatever that the 
prospects of a railway through this, his- 
itorically, fascinating region would be 
decidedly bright could the ¢ountry only 
be reclaimed from its present barrenness 
and made, as it was in Bible times, a land 
of plenty. And, strangely enough, just 
at this time when German franchises 
have obtained French capital and are at- 
tempting to cajole British capital to send 
locomotives sereeching through the land 
of Adam and Noah and Nebuchadnezzar, 
comes a famous English engineer with 
a remarkable project by which he believes 
Mesopotamia yet may . be made fruitful 
and productive. 

Briefly, this engineer, Sir William Will. 
cocks, who has been director of the Cairo 
water works since 1897, and who has taken 
a prominent part in the recent phenome- 
nal works that -have been carried on of 
late in the country of the Pharaohs, be- 
lieves that it is possible to restore to this 
birthplace of mankind something like the 
marvelous system of eanals and .water- 
ways which once it possessed, and to 
which all its former richness was due, 
In those days the Tigris river’ was 
dammed at different points, and its 
waters thus turned into immense irriga- 
tion canals was such a piece of work as 
modern constructors never have dreamed 
of. It was over 300 miles long and 130 
yards wide. The biggest canal in Eygpt 
today is only 65 Yards across. 

This great canal, the Nahrwan, and its 
fellows gave water to and fertilized all 
this region of Mesopotamia; now sup- 
posed to have been the most wealthy and 
densely settled district the world ever 
has seen. The end -ef tHis prosperity 
came, however, when a terrific Spring 
freshet destroyed all this wonderful sys- 
tem. The Tigris’ weirs were | turned, 


| the river forsook its ok] bed and the en-’ 
tire country was inundated. Ruin fol- 


iowed. Those of the population who re- 
mained alive found themselves incapable 
of remedying the paralyzed condition in 
which they found their country, and the 
centuries that followed made it what it 
is today—a desert, 

Sir William Willeocks believes that a 
canal system based on that swept away 
would rejuvenate this arid land, and 
make the soil one in Which corn, dates, 
Sugar cane and cotton could be grown. 
He thinks the Tigris could be controlied 
so that its water supply would never 
fail. The cost of this gigantic work would 
be in the neighborhood of $49,000,000, but 
this practical engineer believes that it 
would repay the investment richly, creat- 
ing a new ‘'Garden of Eden’ betwdéen the 
Euphrates and the Tigris.

He believes, according to 
his report, that the health conditions 
throughout the islands are had, and 
rightly says that a tour of two or three 
yéars’ duty in that climate is sufficient 
te undermine the health of the average 
man whether he be young or old. 
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The refrigerated beef furnished the 
army in the Philippines comes in for a 
conspicuous place in the repcrt. Gen- 
eral Miles does not believe that fresh 
frozen beef is good for the soldiers. He 
refers to certain “eminent authority’’ 
on this question, but is not upheld by 
‘Commissary General Weston. The lat- 
ter officer, to the contrary. states that 
his .office has received no complaint 
about the use of frozen beef, but there 
has been uniform commendation. The 
views of the lieutenant general and 
those of these. commissary general do 
not seem to agree, as is the case with 
several other of the chiefs of bureaus in 
the war department, 

It is known that such a demand for 
beef was made by the surgeons on duty 
with troops that an effort was made to 
furnish each command with an allow- 
ance sufficient for one week in every 
month. This effort was partly success- 
ful and proved a great boon to the men, 
although the’ figures attending the cost 
were very large. 

One of the government refrigerating 
ships delivered meat to the ports south 
of Manila last fall at a Cost, of $52 per 
ton. This estimate did not include the 
original cost of the meat in Australia 
or its transportation to Manila, but rep- 
resents the cost to the quartermaster’s 
department in distributing it from Ma- 
nila. It seems that such an expensive 
article of diet would not have been fur- 
nished had it not b®en a dire necessity.

IRON ELEPHANT

band asked of his wife when he returned 
home the other day and found her busily 
engaged directing the annual spring 
cleaning. 

“I am happy right now over the fact 
that our house has only eight,’”’ was the 
cheery response, as the busy wife gave 
the lace curtain an additional pull to 
make the folds hang more to her liking. 

Just now when the spring house ¢lean- 
ing is engaging the attention of every 
f00d housewife, probably it would be 
of no MHtifedpterest to these makers of 
happinessfor men—Atlanta men—to know 
something of the duties of the house- 
keeper of the largest and one of the most 
magnificent houses in Atlanta, which, by 
the way, is located on Peachtree street. 
At this t i whe that. all-absorbing 
cleaning topi¢® Me arassing their sweet 
Souls, it MAY BER source of gratification 
to know that there is ‘“‘another woman” 
who is more’busily and more constantly 
engaged than they. If it will increase this 
gratification any the statement will be 
made that this housekeepers ‘‘spring 
cleaning’’ comes once each week. 

However, if the lady reader of this ex- 
pects to find consolation for her troubled 
soul during the trying domestic period 
in the thought that Mrs. C. M. Twe- 
dell, housekeeper at the Piedmont hotel, 
is worrying over the stupendous task 
which she has in hand, she will be dis- 
appointed, and the consolation will not 
be forthcoming, for thfs housekeeper of 
Atianta’s largest house never worries. 
She says she does not know how to 
worry. 

Few. probably none, of Atlanta’s house- 
keepers hgve the slightest idea of the 
magnitude of the undertaking to be the 
housekeeper of a modern and model ho- 
tel, and let it be understood in the be- 
ginning that the half will not be told 
here, for the cleverest of writers could 
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| not tell of all the duties which devolve 
upon an hotel housekeeper even in the 
Sunday edition of The Constitution. But 
here enough will be told to give the other 
housekeepers a little peep into the inside, 
and the charming subject of this sketch 
will give any other information desired. 

Like other inklkings of civilization which 
have come in with twentieth century 
progress, the modern hotel must be as 
nearly as possible as comfortable as the 
home. The traveling public demands 
this, and the tafge number of persons 
who now make the hotel their home 
have given the proprietors to understand 
that for it to be a paying proposition the 
hotel must be homelike. The inn with a 
bunk for a bed and a common wash 
trough at the front door has been rele- 
gated to the extreme rear—the forgotten 
past. 

I am speaking direct to housekeepers. 

Now, suppose you had in your home, 
under your immediate direction, forty- 
seven servants whose ‘duties it was: to 
keep in neatness and in order 806 rooms? 
Further, and to go into detail, believing 
that house details are interesting to 
women, if you had 130 dozen (just 1,560) 
bed sheets, 130 dozen pillow -cases, 350 
pairs of blankets, 500 .bed.spreads, 310 
lace curtains, 200 dozen table napkins, 75 
dozen bath towels, 200 dozen face tow- 
els, 40 dozen table scarfs, 20 dozen pin 
cushions (satin-covered and assorted col- 
ors, ty the way), 10 dozen table tups, not 
ta mention 500 yards of side toweling, 
200 yards of crash toweling, etc., etc., etc., 
and it was your duty to see that each 
of these household articles was in its 
proper place, at the appointed time, do 
you think you could smile brightly all 
the time and find in life the joy of liv- 
ing? 

These and many other articles which 
in the memory of man find no lodgment 
are among the thiggs which Mrs. Twe- 
dell has to look after every day.

Housekeepers in the home who com- 
plain of their husbands bringing in guests 
unexpectedly are ofttimes greatiy put 
out and worried to no small extent. With 
Mrs. Twedell it is different. She, of 
course, knows and expects that any mo- 
ment an unexpected guest will arrive. 
However, she must at all times be equal 
to iany emergency, for quite often even 
he who is used tg providing for an un- 
iisual number ig tcsted and tried in pro- 
viding for a crowded house. Then it is 
that the cots are brought into use, all 
available space occupied, and the wits 
of the keeper of Atlenta’s largest house 
are put to trial. 

All of this requires management, tact 
and thoughtful, careful attention. How 
does one person do.it and accomplish 
what she undertakes with unusual suc- 
cess? By simply systematizing,. to the 
minutest detail, never for a second wWor- 
rying, and by knowing how to control 
servants, 

Mrs. Twedell is a born manager, and 
has not missed her calling. Xet her 
method of management {is peculiarly her 
own, and is beyond anything suggestive 
of roughness. She has under her et the 
Piedmont nineteen maids, one parlor maid, 
two linen girls; one sewing woman, and 
the efficient assistant housekeeper, Miss 
Alice Godard. 

Besides these, ten night scrubs, 
paint cleaners and five hall men, 
Of whom are negroes. 

Fifteen of the maids begin their du- 
ties at 7 o'clock in.the imnorning and are 
On till 4 o'clock in the afternoon. Four 
maids report for duty at 5 o'clock in 
the afternoon, and are on duty till 11 
o'clock at night. 

The morning maids report for duty to 
Mrs. Twedell, in the linen room, at 7 
o'clock, having been called to breakfast 
at 6:30 o’clock, when the duties for the 
day are assigned to them. Each maid 
has fourteen rooms to “make up,’’ and 
once each week each of these rooms 
re aaa a thorough “spring clean- 
ng.

Are Intercsted in Work. 

Mrs. Twedell has learned the wondroiy 
secret of how to make her sérvants take 
an interest in their work and in so doing 
has solved the servant problem for her- 
self as a housekeenzer. 

It is an interésting fact right. here 
to note that the ten night scrubs, negro 
women, who are now at work for Mrs. 
Twedell, at the Piedmont, are the same 
ten negroes whom she employed to do the 
rough work when the hotel was first 
opened last January. This when, doubt- 
less, thousands of housekeepers in Atlan- 
ta—southern women—were complaining of 
the fact that servants were hard to get 
and hard to keep, and indulging, while at 
tea parties, in heated discussions of the 
“servant preblem.’’ 

Mrs. Twedell is a@ democratic woman 
in that she does not hesitate to associate 
with the white women employed by the 
hotel, Quite often she visits the quarters 
of the maids, called by them the “Astor 
Flats,’’ in their rooms in the building ad- 
joining the Piedmont. Here every com- 
fort is provided for the maids, and in their 
cosy sitting room, in which they have a 
piano, Mrs. Twedell often joins them in 
a “trip of the light fantastic toe,” during 
the hours when they are not engcged 
by their duties. She takes an interest in 
them personally, and each of them in re- 
turn takes a personal interest in her work 

This interesting housekeeper is a diplof 

mat of, unusual ability, and well she may 
be, for it-is altogether a different propo- 
sition where one has to strive to please 
several hundred persons, and those of 
no kith or kin from that of a housekeep- 
er who must please only her leige lord 
and her own immediate family. Full many 
an irate lodger appeals to her to know 
why this is not so, or thus ig not thus. 
Then it is that the keenest diplomacy is 
necessary, for no matter how trying the 
circumstances or how raspingly it may 
grate upon the nerves of the housekeeper 
the boarder must be sent away with a 
pleasant smile and a feeling of satisfac- 
tion mingled with the feeling of immense 
joy which comes to one who at least 
thinks that his or her own point has been 
carried. Mrs, Twedell has studied the 
art of diplomacy till it is with her a sec- 
ond nature, a science thoroughly mas- 
tered. Hence to a large extent is due 
her success as a housekeeper of a house 
of such magnitude. 
Mrs. Twedell knows the hotel business 
from the smallest detail connected with 
the linen room to that tremendous task 
of preparing food for three hundred or 
more guests, though with the latter she 
has nothing to do. She has been con- 
nected with hostelries of note in the 
United States for a number of years, and 
being possessed of a naturally bright and 
observing mind, and a memory which 
holds fast to all things that are good and 
vseful she has not let valuable oppor- 
tunities slip by to know and know that 
she knows everything about that with 
which she has to do. Knowing as she 
does the minutest details of housekceping 
it is with her an easy matter to decide 
and decide without: hesitation as to tne 
best course to pursue when a question 
with seemingly two sides presents itself. 
In this she probably has the advantage 
of other housekeepers, for the times are 
not a few when she has to decide quick- 
ly as to what is to be done. Events 
move rapidly in a large hotel. 

Mrs. Twedell is a) woman of refinement 
and culture, well |educated, a brilliant 
conversationalist and one altogether suit- 
ed to the stupendous task which she ui- 
dertook when she left the Metropole of 
St. Joseph, Mo., to take charge of At-

lt Is Said He Will Need it in His Search for Results 
from the New Franchise Tax 
Law. 


Any patriotic Georgian having in his 
possession a magnifying glass of exira- 
erdinary power should place himself in 
communication with the comptroller 
general of the state of Georgia. 

During the coming week@@@eneral Wright 
expects to devote the greater part of his 
time _to the study of the tax returns of 
the“railroad corporations doing business 
in the state with a view to ascertaining 
just what effect the new franchise tax 
law has had upon them. His effort to 
find some increase in the tax valuations 
—as the railroads see them—as the result 
of this new law gives promise of being 
a@ more perplexing hunt than the proverb- 
zal search for a needle in a stack of hay. 
as has been 


Some companies have, 
return what- 


noted, made no francbise 
soever. Others have put a merely nominal 
valuation upon their franchises, just 
enough to be able to say they have made 
euch a return and avoid the double taxa- 
tion which the law provides in case of 
failure. Still others have made apparently 
‘iberal estimates upon their franchiscs, 
but when they have done this, they have 
been careful to deduct this from other 
features of their returns as formerly 
made, so that in almost every case the 
total is either no greater than the return 
of last year while in a number of In- 
stances the total is below that of last 
year. 

It is hardly possible that the officers of 
these corporations have any idea that the 
returns would be accepted as made. There 
are arbitrations innumerable in the alr. 
After those—in all probability—much bus- 
iness for the courts. The franclwse tax 
law must almost inevitably be passed 
upon by the supreme court. 

, The Central’s Return. 

The first reading of the returns of the 
Central by the comptroller general and 
his assisg#@nts gave the’ impression that 
Mr. Winburn, the vice president of the 
company, who makes the return, had es- 
timated the franchise at $300 per mile and 
had increased the total by just that much. 
A closer study shows, however, that the 
Central, like the Southern and the other 
companies which place a per mile valua- 
tion upon their franchises. has simply 
transferred to the ‘‘franchise’’ column 
of the return sheet certain sums which 
Fave heretofore been placed in other col- 
umns. Each of the Central’s return sheets 
bear this significant legend: 


“The value of franchise has always | 


heretofore been assessed for taxation in 
the value of the track and roadbed, and 
taxes paid on that basis.’’ 

The estimate of $500 per mile placed 
in the franchise column looked exceed- 
ingly good to the officials of the comp- 
troller general's office when they first saw 
it, but when they began to compare thé 
totals of this year with the totals of last 
year, they discovered some interesting 
facts. 

Division by division, the total is ex- 
actly the same for this year as for last. 
Where, for instance, the franchise of a 
division is estimated at $20,000, the track 
and road bed column shows a reduction 
of exactly $20,000. There is no variation 
whatsoever. If the Central’s total re-

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turn is slightly ahead of that for last 
year, the increase is in rolling stock or 
some similar property. If these returns 


| are allowed to stand, the franchise tax 


law will bring not one dollar additional 
from the Central. 
Large Corpovations All Alike. 

Nor from any of the other large cor- 
porations. The same method has been 
almost uniformly followed. 

A few of the very small roads have 
figured their franchises as additional as- 
sets; but when the reductions on other 
accounts are considered, it is found that 
the railroad totals for this year are be- 
low those of last year. 

The Southwestern‘and Augusta and Sa- 
vannalh divisions of the Central, the main 
line of the Georgia and the Western and 
Atiantie are by the provisions of, their 
charters exempted from ‘the operations 
of the general tax laws of the state. Does 
this exempt ihem also from the franchise 
tax? Evidemly the officials of these com- 
panies hold that it does—and it prob- 
ably does. 

President Jacob Phinizy, of the Georgia 
Railroad and Banking Company, makes 
# return in which he says that the value 
of the road and outfit is $4,200,000, of which 
$4,156,000 is taxed under the charter one- 
half of 1 per cent on net earnings. ‘The 
Georgia Railnoad and Banking Company 
protests that its franchises are included 
in, and are a component part of ‘the 
ttock’ of said company—which ‘stock’ is 
‘xempted from a!) taxation by said com- 
sany’s charter,”’ he says. 


| Mr. Phinizy’s Views. 
| How Mr. Phinizy regards the principle 


involved in the franchise tax may be 
zathered from the return he makes for 
he tompany as owner of the Macon and 
ugusta, which does not come under the 
exemption provisions of the company’s 
charter. Here is what he says: 

“The railroad company respectfully 
protests that its franchises are included 
and returned in the foregoing return 
(which is approximately the same as that 
of last year) and are inseparable from 
ithe property returned, the value of which 
in the foregoing return is reached. by 
lconsidering the physical property as af- 
fected by the franchises—which fran- 
;chises, except in connection with the 
‘physical property, have no value other 
‘than the sum necessary to secure them, 
say $100.”’ 

President Phinizy enters a similar dis- 


claimer for the Augusta Belt and the 


Lexington Terminal. 

The little Talbotton raflroad places to 
the credit of the franchise tax fund the 
sum of $20. President Persons places 
that valuation upon the franchise and 
does not deduct it from anywhere. 

The Chattanooga Southern makes no 
tranchise return, placing a valuation of 
$230,885 upon its 43 miles of road. 

The Georgia Northern thinks its fran- 
chise is worth $%,29. As the mileage of 
the road is greater than last year, there 
is no means of knowing whether this is 
a ‘“‘velvet’’ return or deducted from the 
roadbed. | 

The Maeon amd Birmingham is similar- 
ly situated. Its franchise return is $5,000.

Russia Would Not. Be. Led Into the 
Plan, buc France and England 
Are Getting Into It, the 
Latter Slowly, However. 


By Malcome Clarke. 


Special Cable—Copyright, 1903. 

Berlin, May 2.—‘“Whoever furnishes the 
money, nothing can keep the Bagdad rail- 
way from remaining a German line.” 

This enterprise, and the excitement it is 
Stirring up throughout Europe, is just 
now monopolizing the attention of the 
serious-minded in Germany. Echves from 
England are particularly interesting, 
owing to the apparent inability of .Mr. 
Balfour. Lord Lansdowne and other mem- 
bers of the government to make up their 
minds regarding proper attitude in the 
matter. 

The English objections are principally 
on account of lack of English representa- 
tion in the directory. The directors thus 
far appointed are: Count Arnoux, direct- 
tor general of the administration of the 
Ottoman public debt; M. Auboyneau, gen- 
eral manager of the Imperial Ottoman 
bank; M. Bauer, manager of the Wiener 
bankverein: M. Berger, French delegate 
on the administration of the Ottoman 
public debt; M. Naville, director of the 
Imperial Ottoman bank (Paris); Herr A. 
D. Schrader, manager of the state rail- 
Ways (Berlin); Dr. Schwalbach, the Brit- 
ish consul general in Berlin and a mem- 
ber of the banking firm of Bleichroeder, 
and Herr Testa, German delegate on the 
administration of the Ottoman public debt. 

Of the nineteen directors eventually to 
be chosen, nine will be Germans. Seven 
wijl be French, two Swiss and one Aus- 
trian. 

It is believed here that English invest- 
ments of Bagdad railway stock will cease 


\ as a result of the broadcast publication 


of objections further summarized thus: 

That the German Anatolian Railway 
Company has been pulling the strings all 
the time. 

That effective arrangements have been, 
made to prevent British contributors of 
capital having any voice whatever in the 
control of the new railway. 

That preparations have been made to 
discriminate against British goods in the 
immediate future to the detriment of Brit- 
ish commerce. 

It is realized by other nations that Eng- 


land ought to have much to say in the. 


management of the Bagdad railway 
owing to the dangers for her which arise 
through it. The terminus of the line lets 
Germany into the Persian gulf, where she 
will take care to establish herself. 
Russia fs congratulating herself on be- 
ing out of a gcheme really so detrimental 
te her inter Sts. The last issue of The 
, says editomally: 
s want money for the con- 
struction of the Bagdad railway.: As 


ptise, the French have obligingsly made 
themselves responsible for 4 per cent, ana 
ag 49 per cent remains to be found. It was 
hoped in Berlin that this deficit would be 
Supplied by Russia, whose capitalists 
would not refuse to cooperate in an 
undertaking of such great importance. 

“If these hopes had been realized Ger- 
many would have had every reason to 
congratulate herself on her victory, for a 
line serving exclusively German interests, 
and very detrimental to Russia, would 
have been built with the money of the. 
dual alliance. But the Germans did not! 
‘meet with the same success in Russia as 
in. France. 

“Our ministry of. finance informed, the 
Russian capitalists that an invitation had 
been receiyed from the Anatolian Railway 
Company to take part in the oonstruction 
of the Bagdad line, but at the same time 
‘explained how damaging to Russian in- 
teérests would be the construction of a 
line to Bagdad and the Persian gulf. Our 
capitalists, of course, after such an ut- 
terance, refused to entrust their money to 
the peaceful conqueror of the near east.” 

But with the aid of France, and those 
Englishmen who cannot refrain from put- 
ting their money into any big thing, the 
line will be completed and speedily put on 
@ paying basis—and Germany will control 
it.

tact of King Edward. 

It is interesting to remember that his 
yisit to France will be the first official 
visit paid to the head of the French state 
| by an English king since Henry VIII. and 
| Francis I. met on the Field of the Cloth 
of Gold in 1620. 

It was 328 years later that another Brit- 


ish sovereign landed in France. This time | 


it was the young Queen Victoria, who, 
six years after her accession, visited King 
Louis-Philippe at the Chateau d’Hau, in 
Normandy. 

The visit was regarded by the whole of 
Europe as one of extreme political im- 
portance, and yet there were but six 
journalists—four Frenchmen and two 
Englishmen—sent by their respective pa- 
pers to see her m@jesty’s arrival. 

It was upon this visit that the queen re- 
ceived the nickname by which France will 


‘always remember her, of “Little Queen 


Dalicieuse.”’ 

Her majesty came back to France, to 
Paris this time, twelve years’ later, and 
visited Napoleon III. and Eugenie. It was 
a return visit for that which the French 
emperor and empress had paid to her the 
year before, and in its honor a magnifi- 
cent state ball was given at®Versallles, 
which had not been used for such a func- 
tion since Marie Antionette’s day. 

It was an incident which occurred dur- 
ing this second visit of Queen Victoria 
to Frunce which gave French dress- 
makers the supremacy which they have 
ever since enjoyed, and set the seal of 
fashion on their ‘work. The Empress 
Eugenie was horrified’ to notice that 
charming as ‘‘La Petite Reine Delicieuse’”’ 
was, she dressed extremely badly.

If Council Will Adopt the Necessary 
Ordinances the Plan Is To Merge 
the Health and Sanitary 
Departments and Make 
Dr. Kennedy Head.

The situations surrounding the race for 
the place of chief sanitary inspector are 
causing considerable comment at present 
and it is probable that interest in the re- 
sult will be unabated until the July elec- 
tion, when a chief inspector is to be elec- 
ted for a term of tWo years. 

There have been pfactically no devel- 
opments since The Constitution announc- 
ed several months ago that a serious 
shape up was in store for the sanitary de- 
partment this year. 

At the same time The Constitution an- 
nounced that Dr. T. D. Longino, the al- 
derman from the seventh ward, would 
not only be the chairman of the sanitary 
committee and therefore an ex officio 
member of the board of health, but would 
be elected to the presidency of the board. 

When the board was reorganized and 
Dr. Longino was in fact made president, 
those interested in the sanitary depart- 
ment realized that the forecast of the 
situation by The Constitution had been 
correct. 

It was stated at the time that members 
of the board had arranged to elect a suc- 
cessor to the present chie? inspector, 
Captain George M. Hope, in July. It was 
also stated that the plan was to make 
John Jentzen, the present clerk of the 
board of health, chief inspector, or maybe 
“superintendent’’ of inspectors. At any 
rate the position of chief inspector will 
not be as important as it is now. The 
chief inspector, or superintendent, will be 
on the streets nearly all the time and 
his principal. duty will be to see that the 
streets are kept clean and that the inspec- 
tors and sewer flushers do their work. 

Two Departments Merged. 

The Constitution also stated that it 
was very probable that the sanitary de- 
partment would be merged with the 
health department and that Dr. J. P. 
Kennedy would have entire charge of the 
health and sanitary affairs of the city 
and would be next in authority to the 
board of health. 

These plans have not been changed since 
they weré announced by The Constitu- 
tion sevcral months ago, with the ex- 
ception that a new candidate of some in- 
fluence has entered the race for chief in- 
spector. He is Thomas Veal, who was 
formerly the chief inspector of the city. 

The race for the position is between 
Veal and John Jentzen and the friends 
of each are working hard. It will be nec- 
essary, to have council adopt ordinances 
changing the method of managing affairs 
before Dr. Kennedy can be placed in 
charge, but it is belfeved that it will 
be done and that.“he. will have as his 
chief inspector either Mr. Jentzen.or Mr. 
Veal. jie 

Regarding the present chief inspector, 
Captain Hope, it is said that he is not 
overly anxious to be a candidate for re- 
election, but has signified to the board of 
health that.if there is opposition to his 
reelection he will not be a candidate for 
the place, Chief Hope has been given 
some hard knocks from various sources 
since he has. been chief inspector, but he 
is very popular at the city hall and he 
has.many friends who will regret that he 
probably will not be a candidate for re- 
election.

Florida Railroad Commission 
Seeks To Compel Road 
To Reduce Rates, 


Tallahassee, May  2.—(Special.)—The 
nard and relentless struggle between the 
Florida railroad commission and _ the 
Louisville and Nashville railroad seems 
to increase in stubbornness at each new 
step. The commission has had more trou- 
ble in securing compliance with its orders 
from the Louisville and Nashville than 
from any other rafllroad operating in Flor- 
ida. That company has shown a re- 
markable resourcefulness in discovering 
legal methods of avoiding or staying the 
commission’s mandates, and only yester- 
day it defeated the commission’s order of 
April 145, requiring it to reduce its pas- 
senger rates from a 4 to a 3 per cent 
per mile basis on and after May 1.. When 
May 1 arrived the railroad company was 
prepared with an injunction granted by 
Judge Pardee, of the United States cir- 
cuit court, restraining the enforcement of 
the order. 

The railroad commission today sprung 
another little requirement on the Louis- 
ville arid Nashville in the shape of an 
order requiring it to show cause before 
the commission on May 11 why it shoud 
not be required to erect a freight and 
passenger depot at Olive Station, and 
establish agencies at Ponce de Leon and 
Deerland, all on the lines of the Louts- 
ville and Nashville railroad in Florida. 


GETS $20,000 FOR HIS FEET. 


Heavy Damage Verdict Is Given a 
9-Year-Old Boy. 

New York, May 2—Vincent Museman, 
a 99-year-old boy, has recovered a verdict 
of $20,000 against the Metropolitan. Street 
Railway Company in the supreme court 
for the loss of his two feet. He sued for 
$50,000 and on a former trial got a verdict 
of $30,000—one of the largest verdicts on 
record. The street car company secured a 
retrial. The boy claimed that on cross- 
ing the ‘street about a year ago he was 
Tun down. His feet were so badly 
crushed that both had to be amputated 
above the ankles.

Former United States Senator McLau- 
rin.’of South Carolina, who has retired 
from ‘politics and is giving his energies 
to industrial enterprises, is highly opti- | 
mistic upon the industrial growth of the 
southern states. Senator McLaurin is a 
firm believer in the present industrial 
system as it has been developed through- 
out the different states of the north and 
he does not hesitate to utter words of 
strong defense of what are commonly 
called ‘the Trusts. In a speech he deliv- 
ered upon the occasion of the. laying of 
the corner-stone of the great new steel 
plant at Brunswick the other day, Sena- 
tor McLaurin argued..that it is only 
through the introduction in this section 
of the country of. the industrial system 
es it exists in the north that we can 
hope to attain the prosperity which our 
natural resources and our moral condi- 
tions justly warrant. ‘“‘Let us cease to 
envy the good fortune of other sections,”’ 
said Senater McLaurin, in the speech 
which is sur to attract attention, even 
‘f it does no more than to call forth criti- 
cisms from those who do not agree with 
his conclusions, ‘“‘for the same industrial 
system which has made the north rich, 
can be turned to our advantage. South 
Carolina now competes with Massachu- 
stts for the first place in cotton manu- 
facturing. The time will come when Geor- 
gia and Alabama in wealth and popula- 
tion .will be formidable competitors of 
New \vork and Pennsylvania.”’ 


Senator McLaurin’s belief in this system 
for the promotion of the industrial activ- 
ity throughout the south and the entire 
country is summed up this way: 

“The perpetuity of our republican instj- 
tutions depends largely upon the comfort- 
able subsistence of the people; a conten- 
ted and happy people is the sure founda- 
tion of national prosperity; and all the 
means by which these blessings are pro- 
duced and preserved lie at the root of 
national security and greatness.’’ 

Going more into details concerning 
what are commonly called Trusts, Sena- 
tor McLaurin says: 

“The so-called Trusts are nothing but 
aggregations of human units, all striving 
after individual prosperity. They are the 
iegitimate effect of the highest moral and 
industrial activity. They are filling their 
place in teaching man the power of co- 
cperation and preparing him for a civili- 
zation where the Golden Rule of the di- 
vine law will be taught by practice and

not by precept. These combinations are 
peculiar to enlightened and populous na- 
tions, They are the result of highly skill- 
éd labor and abundant capital. They or- 
ganize both labor and capital and become 
at once nurseries of skill and fountains 
of wealth; they are sending the whole 
country forward by leaps and Wounds on 
the road of industrial prosperity.”’ 

A good many people will contend that 
the United States continues prosperous 
in spite of these great industrial combi- 
nations instead of on account of them. 
However. Senator McLaurin has tersely 
presented the belief of thousands of men 
who think with him. 

He quotes at some length from a speech 
made by Mr. Littlefield, of Maine, in 
congress, showing what a large percent- 
age of the total wealth of the United 
States is represented in the securities of 
railroads, industrial combinations, and 
gas, electric light, water, street railway, 
telegraph and telephone companies, ar- 
guing that the facts stated by Mr. Little- 
field show that the people have confidence 
in their industrial system, and asks: 

“What-.better answer could there be to 
the clamor of those demagogues who pro- 
fess to see in these great combinations

discussion on this particular question. 


“I confidently assert that the trend of 
development for the next twenty years 
will be south, for the east is over-popu- 
lated and the west fully exploited, and 
now all eyes are turned in this direction. 
The vast reserves of timber, coal and 
iron, with cotton sugar and rice, with 
splendid labor and splendid climatic con- 
ditions, prove that the tide must set this 
way. We have here a practical recog- 
nition of the fact that no other section 
cffers so many advantages for the em- 
ployment of labor in the broadest devel- 
opment of manufacturing, mining and 
transportation. By means of the Bruns- 
wick and Birmingham railroad, the re- 
sources of the mineral belt, of Alabama 
are made practically. available at this 
point. The cost of bringing the raw ma- 
terial from Birmingham to Brunswick 
will be far less than the cost of trans- 
porting similar material from Lake Su- 
perior to Pittsburg; less, even, than to 
Cleveland. And the very fact that after 
the most thorough investigation, the Mo- 
hawk Valley’ Steel and Wire Compary 
has decided to establish here an eleven 
million dollar plant for the manufacture 
of steel and iron, is sufficient evidence 
that it is more economical to manuiac- 
ture at the seaboard than it is in the 
mountains. Brunswick is a most con- 
venient port in handling the great min- 
eral resources of Alabama, and being of 
easy access to Cuban and other foreign 
cres, with her timber and long staple 
cotton, her great harbor and other re- 
sources, I predict that the city of Bruns- 
wick is destined to become one of the 
great trade centers of this country.” 

Senator McLaurin takes up the effect of 
the construction of the Isthmian cana: 
upon the business of the South Atlantic 
ports. He is an advocate of a ship sub- 
sidy and makes the prediction that when 
such a subsidy is granted as will promote 
the development of the American mMer- 
chant marine to an adequate point, Drie 
wick cannot fail to be the ieading rt 
between New York and New Orleans. 

Senator McLaurin quotes at length from 
statistics showing the great weaith of 
the Birmingham iron and coal fields. He 
contends that there is nothing problem- 
atic about these statistics or the de- 
velopment of the coal and iron resources 
which they describe. “It has been dis- 
covered that the products of the Bir- 
mingham district can successfully com- 
pete with the products of English mines, 
on English soil,”” he says. “The tariff 
question, so far as iron and steel are 
concerned, has been practically soived by 
the developments at Birmingham; and 
hence it is that northern capital, realiz- 
ing that high tariff is no longer a _ pro- 
tection for the home markets or for the 
larger markets of the world, is seeking 
shelter within easy reach of the mineral 
belt of Alabama and of the Panama 
canal.”’ 

After citing statistics showing the 
growth of the pig iron industry in Ala- 
bama, he says that aithough the manu- 
facture of steel is in its infancy, every 
indication points to a development as 
rapid as that shown in pig iron. 


The recent wonderful development of 
our country in all forms of wealth and 
in population, the expansion of our ter- 
tritory over the islands of the Carribean 
sea and the Pacific ocean, and the dif- 
fusion of our political influence over the 
world, is due, Senator McLaurin thinks, 
mainly to the industrial development 
which has oceurred in this country 
through the great combinations of capi- 
tal recognized scarcely more than a de- 
cade ago.

The building 
of such institutions as that’ whose com- 
merce we now celebrate, taken in connec- 
tion with the construcfion of the Panama 
canal and our sovereignty in Asia and the 
Caribbean islands, foreshadows for us

And 
I predict that before the first half of the 
present century has closed, the ‘whole 
south will be expansionist and will hall 
our néw acquisitions as it now hails the 
Louisiana purchase and the Mexican cés- 
sion as blessings of the highest order.” 


The former senator has something to 
Say about expansionists which may not: 
meet the approval of many of his former 
democratic colleagues. Frankly confessing 
himself an expansionist of expansionists, . 
he says of those who disagree with him: 

“The men who now talk about consti- 
tutional limitations standing in the way 
of our progress will come to feel in time 
as did Jefferson and Benton, those typi- 
cal southern statesmen, that constitutions 
ére made for nationg and not nations for 
constitutions. That if either the public ne- 
cessities or the written law must be dis- 
regarded, the law should be rewritten te 
‘neet changed conditions, No man will ne- 
ny the value of great industrial enter- 
prises like this, giving employment to 
thousands of people, but its success de- 
pends upon a market for its product; 
without markets we might as well B® 
without the means of production. Without 
bringing the resources of any country 
into connection with the general current 
of commerce, those resources are with- 
out value. A mountain of coal and ali the 
iron ores of Alahama would be of no 
value to Robinson Crusoe. And not only 
are the raw materials valueless, but the 
labor and ingenuity necessary to form 
them into commercial products are equal- 
ly so, Strength and skill, deprived of em- 
ployment, are the characteristics of a 
tramp, and constitute the very essence 
cf that dangerous discontent which comes 
-rom the consciousness of power combined 
with the lack of opportunity. An unem- 


ployed nation of intelligent men wifl be- 
“OMe a nation of anarchists.”’

The Stevens estate, which is located in 
the city of Hoboken, is one of the most 
interesting properties in all this part of 
the world, and the family seat, known as 
Castle Stevens, an old style mansion, may 
properly be termed imposing in appear- 
ance by reason of its superb location. 
it stands, on a high bluff only slightly 
back of the river, and can be seen for 
miles both up and down the river, com- 
pletely dominating all the lower part of 
the Hudson’s Jersey shore. 

Though completely encircled by the 
thriving city of Hoboken. its immediate 
Surroundings are such as an old-school 
American country gentleman « would 
choose for the intimate environment of 
his home. There are broad, clean shaven, 
green lawns and groves of spreading old 
trees, and the latter are so thick and so 
large as to give the place almost:a sy)- 
van aspeet. The entire estate comprises 
about thirty acres, and there is no more 
remarkable contrast within the confines 
of any city than that afforded by this 
quiet retreat and the city’s streets with- 
out, Some of the latg€r are bustling. 
some are extremely “commonplace and 
some are actually squalid. 


The Stevens family was established in 
America long before the revolution of 
Alexander Stevens, who was one of the 
original colonial proprietors of New Jer- 
sey. His son made an attempt to estab- 
lish his right to the British ‘title of Lord 
Stirling, but was unsuccessful, not be- 
cause it was not rightfully his, but be- 
Cause he took the side of the colonists 
in the revolution and served as an aide 
de camp to Washington 

This son was John Stevens. He was 
the first of the name to own the present 
site of Castle Stevens. The earliest deed 
for the property in existence gas made 
to Samuel Bayard, a descendant of the 
Chevalier Bayard, in 1711, Samuel. Bay- 
ard was a British sympathizer and the 
place was. confiscated by the Americans 
for that reason. John Stevens bought it 
from the government in. 1784. 

The present mansion was finished a 
little before 1860 by Edwin A. Stevens, 
father of the present generation. .It is of 
brick, disguised ;by cement, and ite pro- 
nortions are worth while, the longer di- 
mension being 110 feet and the shorter 9%. 
In shape it is cruciform, and the most 
stately hospitality is affered beneath its 
roof.. The most,.notable functions  ar- 
ranged by the Stevens family, however, 
aye teen without the walls, the,outdoor 
performances of ..“‘As You Like It,’ held 
at divers times on the broad lawns, beinz 
famous. Helen Modjeska took the ieading 
part in one of these when she was in the 
zenith of her histrionic career, and th¢ 
audiences included many persons of .proia- 
inence, : - 

The Stevens family was prominent in 
the civil war eas well as in the revolution. 
but it is most famous for its steady in- 
terest in education. The widely known 
Stevens Institute of Technology. one of 
the most important and efficient scientific 
schools in the United States, if not in the 
whole world, was established by the 
Etevens estate and has received many 
subsequent benefacticns from the Stevens 
exchequer. Stevens students are now 
holding many important places in indus- 
trial science the. world over. They have 
been especially successful in electrical 


lines. 
—_—— 

The Lackawanna railroad, which has 
now got its own ferri¢s into New York, 
is one of the most interesting of the 
great lines of steel converging at the 
metropolis, as it is one of the oldest. 

The Morris and Essex railroad, over 
whose - leased tracks the Lackawanna 
crosses New Jersey, was originally a 
horse railroad. It was built largely for 


the purpose of giving the late John I. 


Blair cheaper facilities for transporting 
goods from New York to the chain of 
country general stores in northern New 
Jersey and eastern Pennsylvania on 
which the Blair fortune was built, and 
which was considered one of the wonders 
of business development sixty eg ago. 
was the privilege of the writer, some

What was the 
old Morris and Essex, which reaches 
from Hoboken westward nearly across 
New Jersey, is devoted almost wholly to 
short haul passenger traffic, the bulk of 
it being the carrying of commuters to 
New York in the morning from suburban 
residential towns and back again at night. 

Both the coal and the commutation 
traffic are very profitable, and for years 
Lackawanna stock has been high and 
very stable. For years, too, the csp 
wanna management was satisfied to de- 
pend almost wholly on these two branches 
of the railroad business, but since the 
present management has been in charge 
there has been @ general reaching out. 
The purchase of the ferry property 1s a

| It is probable that even should the

it will do @ in connection with the Erie, 
and, perhaps, the Central railroad of New 
Jersey also. It is interesting to recall in 
connection with the various North river 
tunnel schemés, of which there are three 
row all told—two besides the Pennsyl- 
vania;—that the genesis of the last named 
was in the brain of a Central railroad of 
Neéw Jersey man. 

This was the late General Passenger 
Agent Baidwin, who once outlined to me 
exactly the plan that has since been 
adopted by the Pennsylvania, with the 
exception that, according to his plan. 
all the trunk lines now reaching Man- 
hattan island by ferry were to run their 
trains through the hole under the river. 
The plan was a particular pet castle in 
Spain with Mr. Baldwin, and he was, al- 
Ways ready to talkj about it with his 
friends. : 

Though properly considered a railroad 
man of the old school, hea was really 
possessed of most progressive ideas, as, 
indéed, most of the so-called ‘‘old school” 
railroad men were. He long hoped that. 
he would live to ride under the waves into 
New ‘York, but he gave up the notion 
several years before his death, the ap- 
parent certainty of the bridging of tho 
Hudson being the thing, probably, that 
caused him to give up hope. ~ 

Thirteen years ago, by the way, it was 
considered sure that the bridge would be 
built, and at that time it was proposed 
to use the site of Castle Stevens for the 
Jersey terminal of the structure. Of all 
the sites so far down the river—it stands 
almost opposite Fourteenth street—it is 
the best tdapted to a bridge terminal, 
being mors than a hundred feet above 
the river, so that it would ngt be neces- 
gary to buili so high a tower by many 
feet for the bridge to spring from as if 
the site chosen were practically at th» 
river’s level. 

The Stevens family objected to the plan 
most strenuously, of course, but the plan 
was to condemn the site, and there were 
many who believed Castle Stevens had 
“got to go.”’ 

Long before the final death of the 
bridge scheme, however, the proposed site 
of its terminal was changed: It was 
then planned to enter upon the island 
in the neighborhood of Sixtieth street, 
where the land is high on both sides of 
the river. 

General James 8. Clarkson; now the 
Surveyor of the port of New York, was 
the president of the bridge company when 
it received its death blow through the 
veto of the authorizing bill by Governor 
Odell. The plan on which it was to be 
run was based on Mr. Baldwin’s tunnel 
plan, inasmuch as the bridge was to be 
leased to all the railroads. 

The Pennsylvania was to come in, of 
course, a8 at that time the project of 
bridging or tunneling the Hudson was 
considered too vast for any ‘single cor- 
poration, even the Pennsylvania, but 
there is no doubt that the Pennsylvania 
authorities are now glad that the bridge 
scheme didn’t go through. The Pennsy)- 
vania will now control its entrance to 
Manhattan completely, whereas had the 
bridge been built on the original plan, the 
Pennsylvania would have had no advan- 
tage of any of the other. lines. 


Real estate men of New York are prof- 
iting hugely just now by the cultivation 
of the out-of-town, buyers, of. building lots 


+ in the suburbs. 


Severa] concerns hardly try to sell their 
land to New Yorkers at all, but do most 
of their business by mail with outsiders 
who wish to come here—people living as 
far away from New York as Denver, for 
instance, being among recent purchasers. 

These out-of-town buyers, curiously 
enough, hardly ever visit New York to 
See the land for themselves. They write 
for photographs and maps, and the entire 
business, including the passing of title, 
is done by mail. 

When this method was suggested to one 
of the largest of the New York suburban 
land operators five years ago, he laughed 
at it, ‘“‘Who would buy land from pho- 
tographs?’”’ he asked, ‘Why, most of 
our customers aren’t even entirely satis- 
fied when they see the land itself, but 
seem to want to put a chain on it before 
they make their first payment.”’ 

But the man who suggested the idea 
stuck to it, and today he is managing 
an out-of-town mail order land business 
that is so big that it requires a suite of 
highly expensive offices on Broadway, 
four typewriters and three clerks. 

The competition of the Pennsylvania’s 
tunnel, and also of the New York Cen- 
tral’s new terminal, will give the sub- 
urbs of New York a tremendous impetus 
on Long Island, in Connecticut, in New 
York state and in New Jersey, thus ad- 
ding imemnsely to the short haul busi-* 
ness of all the railroads involved—the 
Long Island, the New York Central, the 
Pennsylvania and the New York, New 
Haven and Hartfo*> 

No one understands this better than the 
Officials of these roads, as was shown 
the other day, when President Baldwin, 
of the Long Island, prophesied that in 
fifty years it would be practically one con- 
tinuous town from Boston to Norfolk, 
Va, The only roads that will abe no 
benefit from the new terminals and tun- 
nels are the Erie, the Lackawanna and 
the Central of New Jer&Sey, and there are 
many apparent reasons why’ these roads 4 
should hustle to increase their own ter- 


minal and suburban facilities.

The question naturally arises, what is 
the matter With the society girls of Bos- 
ton?

There have been great goings on at the 
state house during the week. Last week I 
told of the effort to make Boston re- 
publican by passing the sdé-called police 
assessing bill. I described the purpose of 
the bill and the democrat attempt to beat 
it by filibustering. In the senate the bill 
had passed to a third reading, but be- 
fore being enacted it was necessary for 
the bill to go to the committee on third 
reading. As this is one of the unimpor- 
tant ¢®mmittees, the president of the sen- 
ate haa appointed to it one republican, 
Senator Frost, of Lawrence, 
democrats, Harrington, of Malden, and 
Sullivan, of Boston. The business of this 
committee is to inspect carefully the 
wording of each bill, also its punctuation, 
in order that when enacted there will be 
absolutely no question regarding the im- 
port of each measure. Senator Sullivan 
was once known as “Big Mike,’’ but that 
was several years ago when he was a 
pitcher on the New York basebal! team of 
the National League, Now “Big Mike 
was foxy, but he fecxea fine judgment 
and discretion. He gested to his demo- 
cratic colleague in committee that the 
bill was unconstitutional and that an 
opinion from the attorney genera) was 
needed. This, obviously, was to delay the 
passage of the bill until after May 1 in 
order that it would not affect this year's 
mayoralty campaign. Harrington agreed 
with Sullivan, and Senator Frost, the lone 
and powerless republican, could do noth- 
ing but protest vainly. When the senate 
assembled the next morning and the bill 
was called for passage Senator Frost told 
his story in impassioned language. “Big 
Mike” had the bill in hispocket 4nd re- 
fused to produce it when called upon. 
Then the entire republican crowd got mad. 
Roth Senator Sullivan and Senator Har- 
Tington were voted in contempt. Next the 
senate took a minor bill on the calendar 
and struck out everything ‘except the 
title and enactment clause, the latter be- 
ing the sentence; ‘‘This act shall take ef- 
fect ipo its passage.’ Then the clauses 
of the original police assessing bill were 
substituted for the clauses that had been 
‘stricken out of the mimor bill; lastly the 
title of the police assessing bill was sub- 


passed through its first, second and third 
readings in record-breaking time. Alto- 
gether it was the most extraordinary 
piece of jegislation ever seen on Beacon 
hill. The democrats played a shrewd 
game, but the republicans outpvointed 
them and won in the end. 

On Wednesday the senate decided that 
in view of their contempt Sullivan and 
Harrington should be denied the privilege 
of speaking or voting for a week; that 
a written apology must be submitted to 
the senate before they could be reinstated 
to the privilege of that body; they were

Is Worth $20,000. 

Mr. Mullis is one of the substantia] far- 
mers of this county. He lives about fif- 
teen miles from Dublin, in the Reedy 
Eprings district, and near him _ reside 
nearly all of his living children. He is 
worth about $20,000, and he says he can't 
tell how much he would possess now if 
he had not had so many boys and girls. 


.He served the county as one of the com- 


missioners of roads and revenue two 
years ago. 

' Mr. Mullis’ children, including the four 
who died, consisted of fifteen boys and 
seven girls.

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INTEREST OF WOMEN CENTERED |= 
IN CHARI le CONVENTION

TLANTA women, who in their re- 
A meriaiy successful conduct of 
-.Bphilanthropic institutions of the city, 
appreciate the advantages that will ac- 
crue to them in the assembling here of 
the National Conference of Charities and 
Corrections, are enthuSiastic in their in- 
terest In the plans being made for the 
various ‘sessions of the conference and 
the entertainments making up its social 

side, 
The conference, as the programme for. 
the various sessions fmdicates, will be 
made up of both men and women, the 
national association, Hke all organiza- 


tions of a broad and useful nature, in- 


cluding women among its leading spirits. 

In the work being done under the bead 
of charities and corrections, women are 
peculiarly adapted, incideatally because 
of the more leisure which the average 
woman has for the investigation of those 
conditions making such work necessary, 
and particularly as the basic principle 
of the work is the cate and protection 
of the child. 

It was in consideration of this signifi- 
cant fact that Governor Joseph Terrell 
asked the assistance of Mrs. A. O. Gran- 
ger, president of the State Federation of 
Women’s Clubs, in his. appointment of a 
representative delegation of Georgia 
women’to act at the conference, and. 
that Mayor Evan P. Howell asked the 
cooperation of Mrs, Nellie Peters Black 
in the appointment of a local committee. 
It was appr¢ciated by them and is a 
inatter of general commendation through- 
out the country that it was through the 
interest and intelligent werk of the wom- 
en of Georgia that the general education 
board of New York, of which Robert C. 
Ogden is president,and which is at present 
generously showing its interest in south- 
ern educational institutions, that the at- 
tention of this board of philanthropists 
was directed to the practicability of their 
cooperation with the people of the states 
of the central south in their. efforts to ed- 
ucate the white child of the rural dis- 
tricts. 

And no more interesting report could be 
read at the forthcoming conference than 
that which will tell the story of, the mod- 
¢l schools established and operated by the 
club women in various sections of the 
state; and the decrease of idleness, shift- 
lessness and petty offenses. Not only on 


the part of the children ‘in the communi- 


ties whére the schools are the center, 
hut on the part of the parents ‘of these 
children. 

The women of the state who will inter- 
est themselves in the conference realize 
that there is in it the least -erystalized 
and most elastic movement of the opénings 
of. the century and our authorities and 
citizens of the central south have in this

In an interview with her, she impressed 
her hearers that the importance.of the 
conference cannot be overestimated. To 
the over-burdened tax payer it repre- 
sents the most distinctive movement for 
the reduction of criminal cosits—the®bur- 
@en that is eating out the heart of our 
public revenues. She believes that even 
the thoughtful citizen will be appalled 
when he comes to learn What a large per 
cent of taxes paid into the public treas- 
ury must go toward defraying the ex- 
penses of the courts and institutions that 
deal with the social delinquent. So heavy 
has this burden proven that in many 
States the general prfblic is holding mass 
meetings to warn the authorities that 
means must be devised through which 
expenses may be reduced, 

Mrs, Williamson's idea is that under the 
regime prevalent in the majority of com- 
munities, the present system is not only 
expensive, but it is cumulative—that is, 
that so far from reducing the number of 
criminals it (the system) seems positive- 
ly to propigate them, or at least to con- 
vert petty offenders into hardened crim- 
inals. 

In reference te the work of charity and 
correction in Atlanta, Mrs. Williamson 
said: 

“Here, as in the north, east and west, 
there. is a. great deal of room for im- 
provement—improvement that only comes 
through the more systematized charity— 
charity that emanates from a closer rela- 
tion of the municipal authorities and the 
people at large, and their closer study 
of and investigation of the conditions 
around them.”’ 

In forcible argument relative to her pro-~ 
bation work, Mrs. Williamson said: 

“It is the greatest preventive to crime 
that has ever been devised. and it was 
this connection that induced me te as- 
sume the responsibility of probation offi- 
cer in my state, that I might demonstrate 
to the court and citizens the moral and 
economic value of the system, It is 
known to be of the greatest saving to the 
tax payer, while as a reformatory meas- 
ure its value is incalculable. 

“How is the initiative step taken in 
the work?’ 

“The offender is given in charge of the 
probation officer for three years and the 


officer's duty is to watch over him or her, |

As an example of the 
amount of money handled by the banks, 
it will be surprising to learn that one 
of the banks—the First national—with a 
capital stock of $50,000, has, as an average 
of deposits, about $105,000. In discussing 
the volume of business of the tuwn, Presi- 
dent Harrell, of the First national bank, 
said: 
Volume of Business. 

“The total volume of business must be 
over $1,600,000. We have three wholesale 
houses, that do a total of over $500,000 of 
business a year themselves. There are 
a number of houses doing a $75,000 busi- 
ness each. We have a much larger vol- 
ume of business than even we ourselves 
imagine until we stop to figure it up. As 
to the business of the whole county, I 
should say that the tobacco and sugar 
cane industries are the largest. In the 
neighborhood of 2,000,000 pounds of tobac- 
co must leave the county each year, and 
about 600,000 gallons of sirup. Just across 
the line in Thomas county is located the 
famous sirup town, Cairo, but inside of 
our county line there are about 1,000 acres 
under cultivation in sugar cane. Our 
county does not get the credit for this

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because as soon as the cane is ready to 
cut it is carried across the line to Cairo, 
where it is made up in sirup. There are, 
at least, twenty turpentine stills in the 
county. Very little cotton is grown. Our 
people found that it was more profitable 
to turn their attention to other things 
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than cotton, and I believe they have 
made a wise decision in not devotinz their 
whole’ time to its production. 

“It is a great surprise to most persons 
when they. drive through the county’ to 
discover that it is an extremely ‘hilly’ 
section, You go up. one little mountain 
and down another continually. It is 
hard for north Georgia people to realize 
this. Possibly one of the most unexpect- 
ed sights is the ‘high ground’ to be found 
all over the county. On all sides is seen 
typical old north Georgia red ciay hills, 
and while winding around and up them 
one easily imagines that it is north, and 
not south Georgia.

Looked at from the business side of 
the proposition, Bainbridge is a place 
that is sure to excite the admiration of 
those who visit and spend a few hours 
or days within its gates. 
of the place do less of a credit business 
than of any town its size in Georgia, and 
it is claimed in the south. They buy for 
cash and seli for cash more largely than 
merchants of any of the other Georgia 
communities. And this is one of the 
surest signs of a solid prosperity.

If natutal 
advantages can do anything for a .town, 
then Bainbridge is elected to future great- 
ness. 

“We have water power for all kinds of 
manufacturing, and we draw the’ trade 
from a large section of country—ourt 
ewn county being one of the largest In the 
state.

Attapulgus. 


One of the most promising little com- 
munities in the whole county is that of 
Attapulgus.

a substance which is

sla. When taken out of the mine it is 
soft like our ordinary red clay, but when 
put out to dry it hardens and is then put 
into grinders and ground into powder. 
Then it is ready for shipment. There is 
an enormous bed of it here and it will 
probably prove a most lucrative manu- 
tactory.”’ 


Health and Education. 


M. C. Williams, the postmaster at At- 
tapulgus and a practical farmer,.in talk- 
ing of the place, said: 

“Right here we have the finest farm 
lands 1 have ever had occasion to deal 
with. We grow the best that the land 
affords, sugar cane, potatoes, corn and 
a muititude of other things. Then take 
this ‘Fuller's Earth’ factory. There are 
only a few others in the whole country 
and there is really no telling how big @ 
thing this one will develop into. It may 
within a few months or a year be em- 
ploying two or three hundred skilled 
hands. The health of the place is such 
as to gratify almost any person. We 
have absolutely no malaria in our at- 
mosphere. The town is growing steadily. 
It ils true that it is one of the oldest 
towns in the state, but it has never had 
a backset. The progress has been slow 
but sure. We have an excellent school 
and two pretty churches. 

“The intelligence of the people here 
is above the average in a farming séc- 
tion. Every family is giving or has 
given their children a college education. 
Nowhere elise in the state can y find 
a fartaing section with this recor All 
we need here is money for the develop- 
ment of our resources, for no other sec- 
tion has greater possibilities. [ really 
believe it is the best place any young 
man could locate who wanted to grow 
up with a promising section. The for- 
ests around here are simply alive wih 
game of all sorts and the streams abound 
with ali kind of fish. Indeed, this point 
has been popularly called ‘the sports- 
man's paradise. [ would not exaggerate 
the true state of affairs, for I know that 
if I should do this and some one come 
to our section and be disappointed it 
would. do us a vast amount of harm, 
But 1 do think I have a knowledge suffi- 
clent to say that the possibilities for 
farming or manufacturing here are bet- 
ter than at any place of which I have 
any knowledge.’’ 

There is no question that Decatur coun- 
ty has a bright future before it. Of all 
southwest Georgia it has certainly more 
to be thankful for because of natural 
advantages. and its people are able, en- 
ergetic and resourceful.
